Even "where the owners have con- 
sented, the buildings may not be 
occupied unless they are In prop- 
er sanitary condition.

The best 
way to learn farming, the 
committee believes, is to 
start in as a hired man. 


The committee has learn- 


ed that abandoned farms 
generally are not very val- 
uable and that before buy- 
ing a farm, "It will usually 
be wise to make careful 
comparison of potential TQ.- 
ceipts and expenses. Prices 
of things farmers buy are 
still relatively high as com- 
pared with prices which 
they obtain for their prod- 
ucts." 
But the committee is not 


sure that it has gone to the 
bottom of the matter. So it 
recommends that steps be 
taken to "establish the nec- 
essary federal and state ma- 
chinery to give adequate di- 
rection to the back-to-the- 
land movement." Of course 
not a big machine would be 
needed. Just a central com- 
mittee in each state and 
some local committees and 
"a limited federal personnel 
to serve to 'stimulate the 
formation of these state 
committees." 
Such are the beginnings 


of movements that usually

INTERNATIONAL OIL
